PREFACE.

The  time  has  come,  when  infinitely  the  greatest 
protection  to  life,  in  disease  and  in  injuries  from  ac- 
cidents, nay,  perfect  and  absolute  independence  from 
disease  in  any  form,  in  any  climate,  at  any  season 
of  the  year,  in  any  epidemic,  and  under  any  circum- 
stances affording  the  necessaries  of  life,  a  sufficiency 
of  blood,  and  possibility  of  the  function  of  all  vital 
organs,  lies  in  self-treatment,  by  Diaduction,  with 
the  OXYDONOR,  or  the  ANIMATOR,  or  the 
DISEASE  ARRESTER.  Though  each  of  these 
Instruments  is  better  adapted  to  certain  uses  than 
either  of  the  others,  either  of  them  alone  in  all  cir- 
cumstances just  mentioned  will  afford  absolute  secu- 
rity against  further  progress  of  disease,  at  any  timely 
hour.  When  properly  used,  either  of  them  will  make 
any  one  absolute  master  of  disease,  in  any  rational 
undertaking.  To  obtain  this  no  skill  is  required  in 
the  use  of  the  Instruments;  but  obedience  to  the 
rules  for  their  use,  which  consist  only  of  Instruc- 
tions against  using  other  means  of  treatment,  and 
of  simple  mode  of  application,  and  of  limits  to 
such  applications,  is  absolutely  indispensable  to  suc- 
cess. The  difficulties  of  successful  treatment  are  not 
found    in    difficult    application,    which     is     simple

and  long  continued  effort,  is  a  VERY  DIFFI- 
CULT fact  for  orthodox  minds  to  take  in.  Yet  if 
they  test,  they  are  forced  to  take  it  in;  because  it 
is  a  NATURAL,  IRRESISTIBLE  fact.  The  skill 
in  such  treatment  is  required  in  preparing  the  means 
and  in  directing  their  uses;  and  not  in  their  appli- 
cation.

tion to  the  ends  in  view,  which  he  still  more  close- 
ly adapts  to  cases  by  specific  Directions.  Nations 
of  these  times  who  have  inherited  and  increased 
DRUG  MANIA,  who  now  have  large  armies  of 
Doctors  of  all  kinds  of  fussy  pathies  ever  teaching 
them  that  their  lives  constantly  depend  upon  drugs, 
find  it  difficult  to  believe  they  can  get  well  with- 
out swallowing  anything,  though  they  were  gen- 
erated and  born  without  it;  or  without  much  doing 
over  and  with  them,  though  they  got  SICK  with- 
out any  of  this.     Having  been  educated  to  the  idea 
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that  when  they  are  sick,  it  is  impossible  for  them 
to  get  well  without  their  doctors  standing  over 
them  to  charm  them  with  words  they  learn  nothing 
from,  with  mystic  doings  from  which  they  get  only 
care,  cost,  lingering  apprehensions  and  disqualifi- 
cations for  life  as  it  is,  as  immediate  results,  and  pre- 
carious slow  recovery,  as  best  poss!bilities,  they  can 
not  believe  that  God  made  HEALTH,  vigorous  life, 
accessible  without  all  this,  while  they  rarely  get 
health  therefrom.  The  failures  of  their  much  ADO, 
naturally  impresses  the  idea  upon  them,  that  the 
failure  comes  from  the  ADO  being  still  insufficient 
in  thei-  cases;  and  that  it  would  have  succeeded 
if  sufficiently  or  timely  applied.  That  moral  cow- 
ardice which  makes  every  individual,  wh-en  sick, 
throw  himself  wholly  in  the  hands  of  his  Doctors 
and  friends,  and  shirk  all  efforts  in  his  own  behalf, 
makes  the  idea  of  self-treatment  abhorrent.

To  see  millions  of  persons 
to-day,  treating  themselves  successfully  in  all  the 
emergencies  of  disease  in  every  climate,  making  all 
formidable  diseases  never  under  the  control  of  any 
pathy  and  absolutely  fatal  in  the  hands  of  the  most 
skillful  physicians,  a  matter  of  trifling  inconvenience 
of  one  or  few  hours  duration  at  the  most,  is  to  the 
orthodox  mind  a  strange  spectacle,  entirely  beyond 
the  possible  conceptions  of  conservative  theorists 
and  therefore  shockingly  beyond  their  credence  at 
first  sight.  However,  it  is  a  fact  which  incredulity 
fails  to  effect,  that  with  these  simple  devices  in  hand, 
any  one  though  without  an  intelligent  idea,  finds  it 
easy  as  breathing  to  master  and  quickly  cure  dis- 
eases which  the  best  physicians  have  never  deemed 
curable  at  any  stage;  and  that  with  these  humble 
means,   he   takes   up   the   failures   not   only  of  his 
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family  physician,  but  of  all  the  medical  world,  and 
cures  at  the  last  hour,  diseases  which  medical  stars 
could  not  arrest,  or  retard,  at  the  first  and  most 
favorable  moment. 

That  such  potent  means  were  first  put  in  the 
hands  of  the  general  public,  by  a  reputable  Physi- 
cian of  the  old  school  and  of  many  years  practice, 
without  a  word  to  any  school  of  medicine  as  the 
only  proper  keeper  of  so  important  facts,  or  even 
as  a  preferred  class,  must  be  quite  incomprehensible 
to  every  one  who  is  ignorant  of  the  causes.  The 
writer,  who  is  the  source  of  everything  relating  to 
this  new  SCIENCE  and  its  means,  was  more  disap- 
pointed and  chagrined  than  words  can  express, 
when  he  first  realized  the  necessity  of  such  intro- 
duction of  so  valuable  scientific  facts.  Nay!  He 
was  astounded  beyond  imagination  when  forced  to 
learn  from  experience,  contrary  to  all  his  previous 
expectations,  the  impossibility  of  otherwise  present- 
ing these  life  important  facts,  simply  because  they 
are  opposed  to  prevalent  theories.

In  the  scope  of  this 
little  volume  it  is  impossible  to  present  all  the  causes 
which  forced  the  writer  to  CHOOSE  between  the 
abandonment  of  the  labors  of  his  life  after  having 
reached  perfect  success  in  practical  results  involv- 
ing humanity,  and  submission  to  circumstances 
quite  opposed  to  his  wishes  and  all  his  previous  cal- 
culations, leaving  for  a  period  at  least,  no  channel 
open  but  appeal  to  necessities  of  the  Public.      In 
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this  space  it  is  impossible  to  do  more  than  barely 
mention  the  principal  causes  which  rendered  the 
Introduction  of  DIADUCTIOX  impossible  other- 
wise than  as  just  mentioned;  but,  if  circumstances 
permit,  the  writer  will  in  his  future  writings  notice 
this  subject  again  and  more  fully. 

However,  by  the  few  intimations  now  given, 
even"  intelligent  reader  will  be  placed  in  a  favor- 
able position  from  which  to  easily  reason  out  for 
himself,  at  least  the  most  of  the  natural  obstacles 
to  any  other  mode  of  introduction,  now  passed  un- 
noticed.

As  mentioned  in  Vol.  I  "DIADUCTIOX, v  bv 
"Dr.  H.  Sanchez'  FARADAY'S  discovery  of 
DIAMAGX'ETISM  caused  the  writer  in  early 
childhood  to  turn  to  this  investigation,  which  has 
been  the  burden  of  his  life,  and  which  became 
his  exclusive  study  on  September  15th,  1854, 
daily  maintained  ever  since.  His  invariable  rules  in 
this  investigation,  from  the  first  have  been  to  di- 
vest himself  of  all  theories,  bias,  and  of  all  choice 
of  results:  to  have  no  opinions,  and  to  respect  none: 
to  trust  facts  only  and  to  accept  any:  to  make  the 
best  possible  explanation  of  facts  the  only  leading 
theory  upon  which  to  build  hypothesis  to  dictate 
next  experiments,  and  to  amend  this  theory  in 
keeping  with  each  additional  fact  or  ray  of  light 
ever  obtained:  to  bend  no  explanation  to  his  own 
or  to  any  one  else's  preconceived  ideas,  and  to  ac- 
cept no  view  as  explanation  unless  demonstrated 
on  mathematical  principles  of  working  more  than 
one  way:   to  accept  no   scientific   Gospel   without 
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demonstration,  and  not  for  a  moment  to  indulge  in 
any  theory  unless  it  worked  in  plain  practical  re- 
sults; and  to  readily  and  cheerfully  accept  demol- 
ishment  of  yesterday's  theory,  whether  of  his  pre- 
ceptor's, all  the  world's,  or  his  own,  and  never  to 
cherish,  or  to  consider  any  perfect,  or  as  showing 
the  end  of  possible  progress ;  to  avoid  all  arguments 
and  contradictions  by.  words,  and  never  to  dispute 
except  through  facts  illustrated  by  clear  results:  to 
be  himself,  as  severe  a  critic  of  all  results  as  possible 
to  any  one,  and  never  to  expose  any  new  facts  until 
proven  such,  by  all  possible  tests;  and  to  keep  his 
own  counsel  until  tests  had  established  the  impossi-^ 
bility  of  mistake,  and  to  spare  none  of  his  deduc- 
tions from  the  greatest  test  possible  often  repeat- 
ed under  all  circumstances,  especially  the  most  un- 
favorable. Thus  for  thirty  years  the  writer  labored 
assiduously,  and  applied  every  test  suggested  by  the 
medical  IDEA  of  another  cause  and  another  balm 
for  each  and  every  ill.  At  the  same  time  he  also 
tested  the  medical  theory  that,  what  applies  to  one 
climate,  season,  locality,  condition,  race,  sex,  age, 
class,  individual,  and  time,  does  not  apply  to  an- 
other. 

He  made  these  experimental  tests,  while  prac- 
ticing medicine  in  the  strictest  orthodox  manner, 
and  while  thereby  also  testing  all  the  possibilities 
and  impossibilities  of  medication,  in  the  same  coun- 
tries, climates,  seasons,  localities,  under  the  same 
circumstances,  upon  the  same  people,  always  simul- 
taneously treating  a  number  in  the  regular  way  with 
medicines  and  experimenting  on  an  equal  number 
of  like  cases  as  near  as  possible,  by  DIADUCTIVE 
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play.  He  made  these  tests  both  in  relation  to  the 
generation  and  cure  of  disease,  causing  disease  dia- 
ductively  and  curing  it  by  medication  in  the  first 
round;  and,  curing  MEDICINALLY  and 
DIADUCTIVELY  in  all  subsequent  rounds,  over 
the  same  grounds.  These  testing  experiments, 
were  at  all  times  repeated  until  all  possibilities  of 
mistake  were  beyond  question.  None  of  the  medical 
theories  bore  the  test;  and  all  of  them  proved  falla- 
cious, and  some  in  direct  opposition  to  the  facts. 
On  the  contrary  DIADUCTION  gave  clearer  evi- 
dence of  being  natural  with  every  test,  and  slowly 
pointed  the  way  to  absolute  mastery  of  life,  disease, 
health,  and  vigor,  by  the  most  unostentatious 
means ;  but  compatible  with  all  organic  life  in  Nature.

and  duration  of  one  cause  under  modification  of 
circumstances,  gave  an  infinite  variety  of  results 
both  in  generation  and  cure  of  disease,  which 
though  differing  only  in  degrees  had  been  taken  as 
being  different  in  kind :  that,  decrease  of  vital  force 
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is  the  most  essential  and  general  cause  of  disease, 
and  that  intensification  of  VITAL  COMBUSTION 
to  required  degree  is  self  sufficient  to  cure  disease, 
regardless  of  form,  at  any  time  before  its 
preponderance  over  the  physiological  process: 
that,  chemical  and  physiological  combustion 
differ  from  each  other  in  a  manner  congener- 
ous to  the  difference  between  poles  of  magnets: 
that,  the  chemical  form  is  that  of  disease 
and  death,  the  physiological  is  that  of  life:  that,  the 
two  forms  are  convertible,  and  disease  simply  means 
their  co-existence  in  the  organism  with  struggle  for 
predominance,  which  with  the  chemical  means 
death,  and  life  and  health  with  the  physiological: 
that,  either  form  is  easily  fortified  to  the  complete 
mastery  and  destruction  of  the  other:  that,  foster- 
ing one  or  the  other,  is  Nature's  way  of  generating 
and  destroying  life  in  every  form:  that,  the  essential 
condition  to  higher  life,  is  vigorous  vegetating  life: 
and  that,  by  DIADUCTIYE  means  employed 
according  to  requirements  of  natural  laws,  man 
has  ABSOLUTE  mastery  of  all  these,  under  all 
reasonable  circumstances.  The  writer's  results, 
have  clearly  demonstrated  all  these  facts  on  a  large 
scale,  and  beyond  all  rational  question. 

After  having  reached  this  stage  of  practical  re- 
sults, and  having  repeatedly  in  all  climates  under  all 
circumstances  fully  demonstrated  on  the  true  scien-

He 
was  willing  to  give  his  own  views  only  when  called 
for.  These  many  years  the  writer  had  unaided 
and  alone  patiently  carried  this  investigation,  more 
befitting  the  treasury  of  the  richest  nation,  under 
the  dire  difficulties  of  poverty,  which  was  made  pos- 
sible only  by  the  bracing  hope,  that  in  the  event  of 
success  which  already  far  exceeded  his  early  expecta- 
tions, the  world  would  gladly  accept  such  an  easy 
delivery  from  the  curses  of  disease,  and  Physicians 
particularly  would  rejoice  in  finding  the  means  of 
mastery  of  disease  without  cost.  All  through  his 
previous  life,  as  a  child  of  nature,  under  common 
^sense  impressions  the  writer  had  fondly  dreamed, 
that  to  find  a  better  world  here,  than  appeared 
through  prevailing  philosophy  would  gladden  every 
heart,  and  without  a  suspicion  of  possible  dis- 
appointment. Accordingly  when  beyond  all  pos- 
sible doubt  he  had  reached  complete  success,  without 
asking  silver  or  gold,  and  without  price,  asking  not 
even  the  recognition  of  his  labors  or  name,  upon  the 
only  condition  that  his  burden  be  taken  from  his 
shoulders  and  carried  further  by  a  stronger  power, 
that  he  might  thereafter  devote  his  efforts  to  the 
better  care  of  his  family,  whose  interest  had  up  to 
that  time  been  wholly  sacrificed  to  this  cause,  he 
zealously  set  out  to  give  his  results  freely  to  man- 
kind, through  the  Medical  World. 

In  keeping  with  this  only  ambition,  he  addressed 
all  Physicians  within  his  reach  who  had  any  promi- 
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nence  and  commanding  positions,  including  leaders 
in  practice,  House  Surgeons  of  Hospitals,  DEANS 
of  Medical  Schools,  Presidents  of  Boards  of  Health, 
etc.  His  only  proposition  was  to  lay  before  them 
important  scientific  principle^  and  facts  which 
would  enable  them  to  cure  disease  without  medica- 
tion, free  of  cost,  having  nothing  for  sale,  asking 
no  subscription  or  contribution  to  anything,  nor 
employment,  nor  any  other  favors.  He  offered  to 
freely,  candidly  answer  all  questions  and  to  il- 
lustrate all  claims  and  to  pay  his  own  expenses, 
without  charge  to  any  one  for  time  or  services  until 
they  could  be  fully  satisfied.  At  that  time  the  writer 
manufactured  nothing  and  had  no  idea  of  ever 
doing  so.  He  had  nothing  to  sell.  He  improvised 
all  means  for  practice.  He  had  not  yet  been  forced 
to  conceive  the  idea,  nor  dreamed  of,  nor  reached 
the  possibility  of  devising  and  producing  means  fit 
for,  or  safe  in  self-treatment,  by  the  general  public. 
He  then  had  nothing  but  scientific  principles  to 
offer  them,  which  must  be  understood  and  followed 
in  practice  for  desirable  results,  as  in  medication. 

Every  Physician  thus  approached,  received  this 
humble  proposition  with  an  intolerant  bigotry  un- 
worthy of  the  Clergy  in  its  narrowest  age,  fully 
manifested  in  unsuppressed  jeers,  sneers,  scoffs,  in- 
sinuations, and  sometimes  grossest  personal  insults, 
with  the  exception  of  a  Dean  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  one  of  the  leading  Universities,  who 
politely  informed  the  writer  that  it  was  not  within 
his  province  to  investigate,  and  referred  him  to  the 
House  Surgeon,  who  proved  to  be  one  of  the  worst 
scoffers,  and  angrily  declared  that  his  Hospital  had 
its  methods  which  could  not  be  disturbed. 
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Each  and  every  one  of  them,  thus  adversely 
prejudged  the  matter  and  positively  refused  to  in- 
vestigate in  the  least,  rejecting  every  explanation 
and  illustration  in  the  most  egotistical,  insolent 
terms,  because  the  facts  mentioned  were  beyond  his 
philosophy. 

Each  of  them  received  and  treated  the  proposi- 
tion to  exhibit  a  better  method  than  he  practiced, 
as  a  personal  insult,  though  presented  in  the 
humblest  manner,  by  the  humblest  worker  in  the 
interest  *of  man.  Though  all  of  them  were  the  most 
educated  of  Physicians  and  bore  self-evident  marks 
of  polish,  which  no  doubt  made  them  polite  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  yet  every  one  of  them  be- 
came a  mad  man,  at  the  first  suggestion  of  curing 
disease  quickly  without  medicines. 

The  writer  also  placed  this  proposition  before  the 
Government,  and  several  of  the  largest  corpora- 
tions, each  interested  in  the  health  of  an  armv  of 
employees.

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YOU  AND  ALL  THE  MEDICAL  WORLD,  TO 
BE  RESPECTFUL  TO  THIS  INNOVATION!" 

That  step  has  now  been  made  and  embodied  in  the

Dear  Doctor — Your  letters  of  June  1st  and  23d,  1897, 
were  received  and  referred  to  me.  Many  cares  preclude 
my  attending  to  correspondence.  I  can  reply  to  letters 
only  in  a  general  way,  through  my  prints.  I  have  not 
seen  the  note  you  refer  to,  but  I  presume  it  was  an  ordi- 
nary business  note.

The  tenor 
of  my  library,  preceptors,  public  and  my  own  education, 
contradicted  all  developments  of  my  experiments,  and 
all  forbade  believing  my  own  senses,  with  the  single 
exception  of  the  ever  present  sense  of  my  personal  respon- 
sibility to  God  and  man  for  the  absolute  facts,  which 
alone  has  kept  me  at  this  painful  work  to  this  day.  It  is 
a  dire  ordeal ,  for  one  cowardly  mortal  to  stem  all  currents 
alone,  without  an  approval,  or  an  auxiliary.  To-day  you 
cannot  with  the  advantages  already  mentioned,  be  made 
to  feel  all  this ;  and  with  two  millions  of  fellow  beings 
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who  from  experience  know  the  facts,  and  are  interested 
in  this  cause,  your  difficulties  can  not  resemble  mine. 

Perhaps  you  can  not  believe?  If  so,  this  is  a  misfortune 
of  which  every  one  must  pay  the  cost  for  himself,  in 
missing  the  blessings.  Remember  !  This  is  not  a  matter 
of  faith  ;  but,  of  natural,  important  science.  You  are  not 
asked  to  believe  ;  but,  to  investigate  with  truly  scientific 
blankness  and  impartiality.

It  is  spread  upon  the  public 
records,  and  a  full  printed  copy  thereof  is  obtainable  by 
any  one,  for  ten  cents.  A  proprietary  remedy,  however, 
is  usually  a  pharmaceutical  secret.  But  remember!  The 
g 1  iaductive  instruments  that  I  manufacture  are  not 
EEMEDIES,  neither  patent,  nor  proprietary,  nor  officinal. 
They  do  not  come  in  the  category  of  therapeutics  at  all. 
They  are  simple  mechanical  contrivances,  composed  in 
keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  natural  laws  on 
which  they  are  intended  to  play,  to  certain  ends.  Per  $e, 
they  are  not  even  complete  apparatuses.  For  instance: 
The  Oxydonor  in  itself  is  incomplete,  quite  incapable  of 
any  function  whatever.  A  living  organism  must  be 
attached  to  it  in  the  manner  directed,  before  it  can  even 
become  a  part  of  an  apparatus.  Then  only  can  it  even 
aid  in  the  performance  of  a  function.  Then,  itself,  the 
living  organism  and  the  water  which  it  connects  with  it, 
between  which  it  establishes  Diaductive  relations  of  which

Under  the  existing  laws  and 
practices,  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  excellence  of 
mechanical  product  without  patents  and  trade-marks, 
because  of  multitudes  of  imitating  frauds,  who,  on  first 
introduction  of  anything  useful,  and  until  the  whole  pub- 
lic can  be  educated  to  know  the  genuine  article,  bury  it 
with  worthless  apings.  These  patents  relate  to  mechan- 
ical forms.  The  trade-marks  relate  to  names  and  stamps. 
These  bring  the  forms,  names  and  stamps  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  strong  arm  of  the  law.  This  protection  is 
wholly  in  the  interest  of  the  users.  Without  it,  no  new 
production,  no  new  business  could  survive  its  infancy, 
when  its  support  is  feeble,  wiien  all  its  earnings  must 
be  expended  in  educating  the  public  to  its  uses  and  bene- 
fits. Without  this  protection  the  public  must  be  deprived 
of  these  genuine  means,  and  fall  in  the  hands  of  devour- 
ing sharks,  who  have  no  higher  aim  than  dishonest 
money  ;  because,  a  market  for  valuable  instruments  could 
never  otherwise  be  created,  and  murderous  imitations 
would  destroy  the  cause. 
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After  the  public  learns  to  use  these  things,  and  the 
importance  of  genuineness,  all  will  be  safe.  But  the  life- 
time of  patents  is  scarcely  long  enough  to  protect  to  this 
point. 

Neither  our  Patents  nor  Trade  Marks  are  in  the  least  in 
the  way  of  any  one  but  frauds.  They  do  not  apply  to  the 
Laws,  or  Principles,  or  Practice  of  Diaduction.  They 
simply  enable  us  to  supply  the  right  means  to  physicians 
and  the  public,  by  which  to  obtain  the  right  results  and 
the  full  benefits  of  this,  the  most  important  art  of  man, 
which  would  otherwise  be  utterly  impossible,  as  sad 
experience  with  ignorant  but  rapacious  sharks  has 
already  proven,  in  this  line  as  well  as  in  all  others. 

The  difference  between  the  Laws,  Principles,  and 
Practice  of  Diaduction  and  Medication  is  as  wide  as  the 
difference  between  their  effectiveness  and  utilities.  In 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  these  Diaductive  Instru- 
ments, we  are  in  every  way  subject  to  mechanics'  and 
commercial  necessities  and  laws.  Since  we  are  not  the 
Rulers  of  the  World,  we  must  submit  to  its  laws.  In 
your  thinking  that  I  hold  proprietary  secrets,  I  must  tell 
you,  you  are  entirely  mistaken,  and  this  charge  also  you 
misapply.

The  secrets  I 
have  in  Diaduction  are  the  most  profound  secrets  indeed, 
but  they  are  not  secrets  in  the  ordinary  sense.  They  lie 
wholly  and  only  in  the  impossibility  of  telling  them 
faster  than  circumstances  open  the  way.

It  is  as  impossible  to  rule  Diaduction  to  the  views  of 
the  medical  fraternity,  as  to  rule  the  earth  to  another 
orbit.  If  my  views  were  carried  out,  we  would  have  no 
patent  office,  and  many  other  things  would  disappear. 
True  philosophy  requires  that  we  adapt  our  views  to  nat- 
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ural  facts,  and  never  try  to  distort  nature  in  conformity 
with  our  erroneous  education,  or  our  pet  theories  requir- 
ing all  the  ingenuity  of  our  being  to  shelter  from  light. 
It  also  requires  that  we  accept  things  as  they  are,  when 
we  can  not  improve  them,  especially  when  they  are  bet- 
ter than  all  else. 

We  owe  nothing  to  ethics  having  no  better  claims  upon 
our  reason  than  antiquity,  heathen  birth,  and  non-pro- 
gressiveness.  Age  is  a  reproach,  unless  it  has  kept 
abreast  with  progress,  up  to  time.  Remember!  that  in 
this  case,  ethical  medication  "  lives  in  glass  houses," 
which  all  its  trappings  will  fail  to  protect,  against  heav- 
en's hail  storm  of  natural  facts ! 

It  is  neither  necessary  nor  best,  that  any  class  be  bound 
in  cabalistic  ties  or  organized  into  a  clan,  for  any  worthy 
purpose  whatever,  especially  scientific  advance.  To  be 
progressive,  we  must  be  absolutely  free  and  unhampered 
from  any  direction,  from  any  cause.  Scientific  investiga- 
tors, most  of  all  men,  need  absolute  freedom,  that  they 
may  never  be  bent  to  look  at  creation  through  a  straw. 
A  code  of  ethics  on  broad  principles,  up  to  time  in  every 
respect,  constantly  amended  to  keep  pace  with  progress, 
would  not  be  objectionable;  but  even  this  is  useless, 
since  it  would  never  govern  those  who  do  not  govern 
themselves.  But,  a  cabalistic  code,  serving  only  to  organ- 
ize clans  and  to  clog  progress,  can  receive  the  sincere 
endorsement  of  only  groveling  slaves,  who  are  unfit  for 
progress.  Professional  ethics  should  consist  only  of  what 
is  adapted  to  the  most  enlightened,  best,  broadest  of  all 
classes  of  mankind,  irrespective  of  calling. 

Physicians  who  fail  or  refuse  to  advance,  are  simply 
left  behind,  as  other  men  who  do  the  same.  No  class, 
nor  all  mankind,  can  clog  the  wheels  of  progression. 
Eternal  advance  maintains  its  steady  pace,  our  fogy 
philosophy  notwithstanding.  Its  ponderous  wheels 
roll  on,  and  crush  all  who  get  in  their  way.  Only  stagna- 
tion of  universal  orbital  motion,  could  arrest  general  pro- 
gress ! 

My  Dear  Doctor,  when  I  was  young,  I  tried  to  make  a 
world  to  my  liking ;  but  the  result  convinced  me  that  it 
was  better  to  accept  this  one  as  it  is,  and  to  take  choice 
among  things  which  it  affords,  during  the  rest  of  my 
short  mundane  sojourn.
